HE Text, being that of H. Stephens's laſt Edition An. x 588. (fol- 
low'd by Amis Portus ) 1s diligently Collated with two Manu- 
ſcript Copies of Note, belonging to the Libraries of the 
Royal Society and Corpus Chrifts College Oxon, which contain 
the entire Hiſtory ; and another Manuſcript of the Orations, 
among the Baroccian Books in Bodley s Library. | 

Beſides theſe Manuſcripts, all the Editions extant of this Author are carefully 
compard with the printed Text; and the Various Readings ſet at the bottom of 
the page, together with ſeveral Emendations and Conjectures. | 

The Tranſlation is that of the laſt Edition An. 1594. compar'd with the Lat. 
Verhon of Yalla ( revisd by H. Stephens,) Winſemius, Caſa, Acacius, &c. and the 
Engliſh of Afr. Hobbs ; and in abundance of places (where 'twas either obſcure 
or manifeſtly erroneous) re&ified and amended. 

The Greek Schoka are thoſe Printed by H. Stephens, now to be publiſh'd with 
ſeveral Emendations ; which, for want of room at the bottom of the page, are 
deſign'd to be put- at the end of the Book; together with the entire Notes of 
HT. Stephens and Palmers, and ſeveral Obſervations of the Editor and others. 


After which will follow two large and diftin& Jndices: the. firſt Greek, Yer- 
borum &' Lotutionum, &c. and the ſecond Latin, Rerum & Locorum Memorabilrum. 


The Text of this, Hiſtory, will have at the top of every page from the ſecond 
Book ( where the Notes of Time begia) an accurate Chronology done by the 
Learned Mr. Dodwell, with a Diſſertation upon the ſame, at the end of the Book. 

In the body of the Hiſtory two or three Maps will be inſerted. And at the 
beginning (beſides a Preface, ; giving a diſtin account of the whole Undertaking, 
by the Editoc Mr. Fohn Hudſon M, A. Fellow of Oniverſty College) will be 
prefix'd to the Book the Life of Thucydides by Marcelinus and others.
